Last October, he and Mrs. Briggs returned from a 17,000 mile, 
thirty-one day air journey around South America. 

One of the first consistent golfers in this part of the country, 
he was the founder and first president of the Sharon Country 
Club. 

Right Eminent Sir Briggs was a member of the several 
Masonic bodies in both the York and Scottish Rites of Free- 
masonry. He was a Past Master of Joseph Warren Lodge of 
Roxbury, Past High Priest of St. Andrews Royal Arch Chapter 
of Boston, Past Commander of Boston Commandery, and Past 
Grand Commander of this Grand Commandery. 

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. William E. Gardner, 
and by the officers of Boston Commandery in Trinity Church, 
on Saturday, February 29th, and were attended by a large 
gathering of his friends and Fraters. 

His personality was quiet and unostentatious, yet attracted 
the attention of others by virtue of his uprightness and integrity 
as a business man. 

Of infinite patience and charity, his counsel and advice were 
much sought by others with profit to themselves. As though 
turning the last leaf and silently closing the book, so has our 
loved and respected Frater passed from us, and we may rest 
assured his memory will flourish in immortal green. Rae 

A number of other beloved Sir Knights of this and other juris- 
dictions have been called to the Asylum Above during the last 
six months.

The Committee through Eminent Sir Francis W. Gibbs made

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
May 12, 1936 


It is a privilege to address you this morning as 2 memorial 
to those of our beloved fraters who have passed through the 
open door to that eternal home whither we are all journeying. 

T often think it is a sad commentary of our way of living that 
our days are so crowded with duties and pastimes, we easily 
neglect the memory of those who have served our fraternity and 
who have gone in and out among us as brothers. 

Fach month the names of one or more come to our attention. 
Sir Knights who have given of themselves, a full life; fulfilling 
duties; mecting various experiences with courage and faith, and 
finding satisfaction in the friendships gained and service ren- 
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dered. No two were alike save in loyalty. Each had his own way 
of expressing his personality and making his influence felt 
among his fellows. We remember them as each trying in his own 
way to uphold the honor of Christian Knighthood. 

It may be true that the names of these loyal fraters will not 
all find place in the halls of fame, but it must be true that each 
in some way touched the life of another, influencing it for good. 
To the one thus affected the kindly word, the generous deed, the 
encouraging sentiment, or the expression of faith, meant so 
an as to give immortal fame to him who helped in time of 

eed. 

While our Grand Commander has spoken of R.. EE... Sir Briggs 
whose affection and loyalty to our fraternity is well known, I 
cannot refrain from calling attention to his influence among men 
as leading them to a charitable and trustful outlook upon life. 

‘mong his brother Masons, there are many who can attest 
his helpfulness, and outside in nearly every walk of life, men and 
women found him friendly and unafraid. He valued fidelity and 
sympathy as outstanding virtues and nothing gave him greater 
Pleasure than acting as host to his friends. A man selected for 
and called to high positions because of his integrity.

Another of our beloved fraters, “Barney” Charles E. Hull, 
Past Commander of St. Omer Commandery, who in his 86th 
year was entirely familiar with the ritual of every branch of 
York Rite Masonry and who for 30 years served as Prelate of his 
orreeaah He was known as a man four square and no one 
i uld be more sincere and lovable than he.

ORGANIZATION FOR 1935-36 


On October 30, 1935, at the Annual Conclave, immediately 
upon being installed, I issued Official Circular No. 1, covering 
the officers of this Grand Commandery, both elected and ap- 
pointed, Committees and the proposed plans for Exemplifica- 
tions, Inspections, and Social Activities, together with remarks 
on the membership campaign, and an analysis of our member- 
ship figures. A copy of this Official Circular No. 1 will be found 
in addenda page 87. 


DISTRIBUTION OF CONSTITUTIONS OF 
GRAND ENCAMPMENT 


Immediately following my installation, copies of the Consti- 
tutions of the Grand Encampment, which were adopted at the 
San Francisco Triennial in 1934, were ordered and two copies 
were sent to each constituent Commandery and one to each 


Grand Officer on November 15, 1935. 
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BONDS 


I have to report that the bonds of the several Grand Officers 
required to be bonded were duly issued in the amounts required 
by Grand Constitutions, and the certificates of extension of the 
bonds for the current year are in my possession in accordance 
with the provisions of Grand Constitutions. 


EXEMPLIFICATIONS 


Other collateral Grand Bodies in our jurisdiction have been 
conducting with great success District Exemplifications by 
geographical groups, at which each Constituent organization of 
the group has taken some part. It seemed to me highly desirable 
for the best interests of our ritual and tactical work to in- 
augurate such a plan in advance of our regular Inspections. This 
was done in accordance with the plan outlined in Official Cir- 
cular No. 1. The total attendance at these nine exemplifications 
was 1052, an average of 117 at each, or 20 per Commandery, and 
as those in attendance were largely active officers and guards, I 
feel that most of our Constituent Commanderies were greatly 
benefited by these Exemplifications. 

Each Exemplification was followed by a dinner and short en- 
tertainment programe, and thus an enjoyable social session was 
afforded for the active officers and guards of nearby Com- 
manderies to get better acquainted. 
ra oe Exemplification held in Providence on November 23,

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MAGAZINE : 


On November 15, 1935, I issued Official Circular No. 2, in re- 
gard to “The Templar,” the magazine authorized by vote of 
this Grand Commandery on October 30, 1935. Due to a series of 
unfortunate circumstances, there has been a very great delay in 
publishing the first number of this magazine. 

I have taken the attitude that it is of paramount importance 
that the first number should be right in every respect, and that 
any delays necessary to accomplish this were justified not- 
withstanding the desire of all concerned that it be published at 
the earliest possible date. It is my expectation that the first 
issue will be in your hands within a few days.

ORDER OF MERIT BADGE 


On November 20, 1935, it was my very great pleasure to pre- 
sent to Sir Knight Henry H. Harris, an Order of Merit Badge. The 
presentation was made within the Asylum of his own Com- 
mandery, Pilgrim No. 9, at Lowell on the occasion of the Order 
of Malta being worked in full form by the Past Commanders of 
Pilgrim Commandery. 

The conditions laid down by Right Eminent Sir Hamilton, in 
establishing the Order of Merit are that it “be presented to mem- 
bers of our Order in our own Jurisdiction, by the Right Eminent 
Grand Commander, for the time being, in recognition of ex- 
tremely distinguished service to this Order.” Sir Knight Harris 
has served as a Trustee of the Educational Foundation from its 
earliest days in this jurisdiction, and has been Chairman of the 
Board for many years. During all of this period, he has given of 
his time, his devoted interest and his particular qualifications 
for this work, without stint and with no reward, other than the 
knowledge of having rendered a fine worthwhile service to the 
young men and women, who have been the beneficiaries of this 
Foundation. 

I consider Sir Knight Henry H. Harris one who has rendered 
extremely distinguished service to our Order, and as such, emi- 
nently entitled to admission to that small group, who are 
wearers of the Order of Merit. 


OLD RECORDS 


In November 1935, there came to light some old record books 
of this Grand Commandery, which evidently got mixed in the 
bank vault with old Scottish Rite records, at the time Em... Sir 
Benjamin W. Rowell was Grand Recorder of this Grand Body 
and also Secretary of the Scottish Rite Bodies of Boston. One of

these was found to be the original records of this Grand Com- 
mandery from May 6, 1805 through 1848. 

The first few years were evidently in the handwriting of 
Thomas Smith Webb. These have been compared with our 
printed Proceedings of those years, published in 1875, and are 
identical. It is evident that these were available in 1875 and that 
at some time subsequent to that year, Em..Sir Rowell put 
them into the bank vault with Scottish Rite documents. These 
original records are now in the safe of the Grand Commandery 
in room 205 Masonic Temple, Boston. 


INSPECTIONS

At the start of the year, I announced through the Division 
Commanders that I should not attend any inspections, except in 
very special cases and I have made no exception to this. I did, 
however, attend my own Commandery inspection long enough 
to serve on the reception committee, and to be counted. 

It seemed to me that the Division Commander was entitled to 
have all the lime light on that occasion, and that the Grand 
Commander having assigned a representative to make the in- 
spection, should not visit at that time. 

The Grand Commander in my opinion should more properly 
visit the Commanderies on such special occasions as Old Timer’s 
Nights, Anniversaries, Ladies’ Nights, Church Services, ete. 
This I have tried to do, accepting every invitation which has 
come to me for visits of this kind wherever possible. 


BY-LAWS APPROVED 
Since the Annual Conclave, the following Amendments have 
been approved, and these are subject to review at this Semi- 

Annual Conclave, in accordance with Article X, Section 9 of our 

Grand Constitutions. 

Nov. 8, 1935 St. Paul Commandery No. 40 to reduce fee to 
$40.00. 

Nov. 27, 1935 Joseph Warren Commandery No. 26 to reduce 
fee to $40.00. Also to require two signatures on 
checks drawn against funds in hand of Trustees 
and to require two Trustees to be present to 
visit and open safe deposit box. 

Nov. 27, 1935 Hugh de Payens Commandery No. 20 to es- 
tablish annual dues at $9.00. 

Nov. 27, 1935 St. George Commandery No. 44 to change An- 
nual Conelave to June and installation to 
September. 

Dee. 20, 1935 Palestine Commandery No. 10 to reduce fee to 
$40.00. 

Feb. 6, 1936 St. Andrew Commandery No.49 to change An- 
nual Conclave to June. 

Teb. 12, 1936 Olivet Commandery No. 36 to reduce fee to 
$40.00. 
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An amendment to the By-laws of Olivet Commandery No. 36 
to change the Annual Conclave from October to June and pro- 
viding for Installation of Officers in October, was voted by that 
Commandery on April 1, 1936, and submitted to me for approval 
on April 14, 1936. This calls for such a long interval between the 
election and installation of officers, that it seemed best to sub- 
mit this to the Jurisprudence Committee for report at this Semi- 
Annual Conclave in accordance with Article V I, Section 2, of our 
Grand Constitutions. 


DISPENSATIONS

It has been necessary for me to decline to issue dispensation 
in several cases where requests were made to change the date of 
stated conclaves of Constituent Commanderies, because of holi- 
days or other conflicting dates. The reason for this was that it is - 
not within the power of the Grand Commander to issue dis- 
pensations, changing the By-laws of Constituent Command- 
eries. 

I have also declined to issue dispensations for mixed parades, 
that is where all the organizations taking part were not Masonic. 
This is in accordance with a long list of precedents in this Grand 
Jurisdiction.

PICTURE OF THOMAS SMITH WEBB 


On Christmas Day, 1927, the three Commanderies located in 
Providence, presented a splendid portrait of Thomas Smith 
Webb, our first Grand Commander, to the Grand Commandery. 
Since that time, by bequest, another portrait of our first Grand 
Commander has come into our possession. After consulting wit h 
the Commanders of St. Johns, Calvary and Thomas Smith Webb 
Commanderies, and learning that it would be an acceptable 
action on the part of Grand Commandery to return the first 
portrait to the three Commanderies which were the original 
donors, I attended a Conclave of Calvary Commandery No, 13 
on December 17, 1935, at which were present the three Com- 
manders as well as many other fraters from all three Command- 
eries located in Providence, and there returned this gift to the 
three Commanderies jointly. 


COURTEOUSIES AND VISITS 

Many invitations have been received from the different Com- 
manderies, full of expressions of loyalty and good will, to make 
fraternal visits, to attend Divine Services, to confer Veterans’ 
Medals, and to attend those occasions made especially enjoyable 
by the presence of the Ladies of the Sir Knights. The Children’s 
afternoons, observed by several Commanderies, are entitled to 
special mention. 
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I have been happy to accept many of these invitations, and 
wish I might have been present at all of these occasions. Con- 
flicting dates however deprived me of enjoying the renewal of 
friendships in a few instances. 

I have omitted the list of visitations which I have made thus 
far this year, preferring to reserve this for the Annual Report in 
October. 

It is sufficient to say at this time that I have made eighty-five 
visits as Grand Commander since our Annual Conclave in 
October, have travelled 5900 miles by auto and nearly 1000 
miles by train, as well as being in the Boston office of the Grand 
Commandery an average of nearly twice a week, not to mention 
numerous individual and group conferences. 

I look upon the duties of the office of Grand Commander as 
largely executive rather than social, and yet some of the most 
pleasant duties of the office to me are the opportunities which it 
affords for renewing old friendships and making new ones. 


FLOOD RELIEF 


Immediately upon learning of the serious disaster due to 
floods in the Merrimack and Connecticut River valleys, in 
Massachusetts and in the Blackstone and Pawtuxet River 
valleys in Rhode Island, in March of this year, I appointed a 
Flood Relief Committee as follows:— 


Very Eminent Sir Charles T. Converse, Chairman 
Eminent Sir George T. Everett 

Eminent Sir Adelbert E. Place 

Eminent Sir Arthur A. A. Stewart 

Eminent Sit Martin J. Pleschinger 


The members of this committee as well as I, were in close 
touch with the Commanders in the several Commanderies 
located in the sections affected by the flood, when the water was 
rising in those places. 

It appeared from the start that the one organization which 
was organized to do the immediate emergency relief work, such 
as feeding, clothing and shelter, was the American Red Cross, 
and it was not mere coincidence that in many places those in 
charge of this work for the American Red Cross were Templars 
or members of the Masonic Fraternity. 

é We learned very early in the situation, that the American Red 
Cross was doing a splendid piece of work. The Grand Officers 
were urged to spread the word as rapidly as possible that so far 
as temporary relief was concerned we should support the Ameri- 
can Red Cross to the limit with contributions of such clothing 
and supplies as they called for, and money at least to the extent 
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of the local quotas, and this was responded to in a splendid way 
throughout the entire Jurisdiction. I have yet to learn of any 
case where the immediate necessities of food, clothing and 
shelter were not supplied. 

We also were in close touch with the Service Department of 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts and the Grand Lodge of 
Rhode Island which were doing a most efficient piece of work. 

In response to a telegraphic appeal of the Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment for contributions for Flood Relief, I wrote 
him at some length explaining the local situation and the reasons 
why it did not seem desirable to broadcast an appeal for contri- 
butions to be sent out of the Jurisdiction. 

Grand Master Agnew replied that it was not expected that. 
the flooded states would contribute, but that the telegram was 
sent to advise them of the action being taken by the Grand En- 
campment. 

On April 7, 1936, I received a letter from Right Eminent Sir 
Mark Norris, chairman of the Grand Encampment Committee 
on Flood Relief of 1936, in which he asked about the situation in 
this Jurisdiction, and asked five specific questions. 

I quote from my reply to that letter: 

“Tn addition to the strictly Templar activities as noted above, 
T have been in close touch with the Service Bureau of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts which has done a splendid piece of 
work, due to the efficient organization which they have per- 
manently set up throughout the Jurisdiction, and which was pre- 
pared for emergency relief of personal suffering. 

“So far as I have been able to learn there has been no call for 
personal emergency aid from any Templar in the Jurisdiction. 
Many have been seriously inconvenienced, others have suffered 
great financial loss, but in spite of many inquiries which I have 
made, I can find no ease where a Templar has needed food, 
clothing or shelter. 

“To answer your five questions, let me state as follows:— 


1. We have a committee of five composed of Grand Officers, 
with the Deputy Grand Commander as chairman, which I 
have appointed as the Committee on Flood Relief. 


2. This committee has been co-operating and will continue to 
co-operate with the Service Bureau of the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts. 

3. Thus far no strictly Templar call for the relief of personal 
suffering. 


4. The Service Bureau of the Grand Lodge has had a great 
many calls and perhaps when we have an opportunity to 
analyze these, we shall find some are Templars. 
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5. The needs of others have been very great, but have largely 
been taken care of so far as personal suffering is concerned 
by the American Red Cross. 


The great need now is for rehabilitation and it is obvious that 
= a fraternity or as Templars we can do very little along this 
ine: 
Since then, I have received a contribution in the amount of 
- $500 from the Grand Encampment Committee on Flood Relief, 
which has been turned over to our Grand Treasurer, and the 
Flood Relief Committee of this Jurisdiction has been notified 
that is is available for their work. We have a Committee which is 
closely in touch with the situation, and I feel sure that their 
judgment as to its proper distribution will be approved by 
everyone. 


CONCLUSION 


Thus, briefly, I have given you a review of the happenings of 
the past six months of the Templar year. 

Permit me, then, to express my thanks for the cordial and 
hearty support and assistance I have received from all in the 
performance of my duties, and to ask for your continued con- 
fidence and co-operation. 

Ihave enjoyed the opportunities for service which have come 
to me as Grand Commander more than words can express.

NUMERICAL 


A year ago I called to your attention in Official Circular No. i 
under the analysis of our membership figures, the fact that the 
tide had turned. This year the figures show further evidence of 
this fact. We have had a considerable increase in the number 
admitted, (about 50%) and in spite of a small increase in the 
number of deaths, our net loss is the smallest it has been since 
1931. The Grand Recorder’s report will give the details. I repeat 
what I said a year ago, that “any proper method to reduce still 
further our net losses, either by, reducing some of the loss items 
or by increasing the items of gains, is highly desirable and com-

MAGAZINE 


In spite of earnest attempts on the part of E....Sir Clarence C, 


Watters to secure a sufficient amount of advertising to make 
The Templar financially successful, he has found that he cannot 
continue to publish the magazine without some financial as- 
sistance. Any proposition for such assistance which he has 
suggested has seemed to me not to be in accord with the original 
agreement and understanding, and I have taken the attitude 
that I could not change or modify that agreement without action 
by this Grand Commandery. 

I feel that a fine start was made in the two issues which were 
published and that if sufficient advertising could have been 
secured to make it self supporting, a worthwhile publication 
might have resulted. 

The magazine was “neither owned nor sponsored financially 
or otherwise by the Grand Commandery,” but was published by 
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E..Sir Watters, “at no expense whatever to this Grand Com- 
mandery,” and there was to be ‘‘no expense to the Constituent 
Commanderies or to the Sir Knights.” It was hoped that the 
advertising would be sufficient to pay for the cost. This has not 
been the case. 

In behalf of Grand Commandery, I express our thanks to 
E..Sir Clarence C. Watters for his efforts and our regrets and 
sympathy in the financial situation which makes it impossible 
for him to continue to publish The Templar. 


PICTURE OF THOMAS SMITH WEBB 


On April 8, 1935, this Grand Commandery received an 
original oil portrait of our first Grand Commander, Thomas 
Smith Webb, which had been painted by James Frothingham, a 
pupil of Gilbert Stuart. The portrait was formerly owned by 
Thomas Smith Webb Preston of Glendale, California, and was 
willed to the Grand Commandery by him. It was largely due to 
the efforts of R..E..Sir Clarence E. Burleigh, Past Grand 
Commander, and E..Sir Eustace L. Fisk, Past Commander of 
Jerusalem Commandery No. 19, that we received this original 
portrait. 

A few years before this, the Grand Commandery had been 
able to procure a small copy of this portrait and when Mr. 
Preston’s widow sent the original to us, she stated that it had 
been her husband’s request that the small copy be given to St. 
John’s Commandery “‘as it was the place of Webb’s first labors.”” 
Accordingly I was very much pleased to attend a conclave of 
St. John’s Commandery No. 1 on June 1, 1936 and there present 
the small copy of the portrait of Thomas Smith Webb to that 
Commandery. The original now hangs in the office of the Grand 
Commandery. 


HISTORICAL 

Six months ago I reported to you that the original records of 
this Grand Commandery from May 6, 1805 through 1848 had 
been found among some old Scottish Rite records and were now 
in our possession. This leads me to tell you of the historical re- 
search into the early days of Templary in this country which has 
been made during the past year by Eminent Sir Jesse E. Ames, 
Recorder of Boston Commandery, and the results published by 
him in the monthly bulletin of that Commandery. Copies of the 
issues of that monthly bulletin, called The Crusader, which 
contain the results of this historical research are on file in the 
office of the Grand Commandery and in the library of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts. ‘ 

Recently Eminent Sir Ames has discovered a copy of an early 
Templar ritual which purports to be that used in 1786. It is a 
manuscript copy written on paper which bears a watermark

date of 1823, and therefore this copy is not older than 1823,but 
there are many internal evidences that this or a similar ritual 
was the basis of that used in the early years of this Grand Com- 
mandery. As the Library of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts 
has a collection of other carly Masonic rituals, I have placed a 
copy of this manuscript ritual in that library, so that students 
of these matters may have it available when studying and com- 
paring other early Masonic rituals there. 


GRAND REPRESENTATIVES 

Due to the death of E..Sir Harry H. Wardle, I suggested to 
the Grand Commander of Arizona, R.. EB ...Sir Fred O. Goodell, 
the name of E..Sir Adelbert E. Place, Grand Captain General 
and Past Commander of Calvary Commandery No. 13, to be the 
representative of that Grand Jurisdiction near this Grand Com- 
mandery. 

On nomination of R-.E..Sir C. Forrest Dowe, Grand Com- 
mander of Vermont, due to the death of R..E..Sir George M. 
aay, I was pleased to appoint E..Sir G. Perey Berryman as

BONDS OF OFFICERS OF CONSTITUENT 
; COMMANDERIES 

ie he Inspection Report this past year carried a question as to 
w hether the financial officers of the Constituent Commanderies 
were bonded. This has revealed that a number of our Com- 
manderies still neglect to adopt this logical and business-like 
method, which is a protection to the officer just as much as to 
the Commandery. 

At my request, the Division Commanders have discussed this 
ae with the Commanders in their Divisions, as well as the 
other financial matters of budgeting and double signature on 
checks. 

I strongly urge that the Commanderies which have not

: EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 

T he report of the Trustees of the Educational Foundation has 
been sent to each member of Grand Commandery with the 
notice of this Annual Conclave. It is worthy of careful reading. 
We have reason to be proud of the service which is beingrendered 
by this Foundation, but it should be aiding even more students. 

It should be made clear to all our Fraters that we have funds 
available to assist all needy and worthy sons and daughters of 
Templars and Master Masons to secure a higher education. I 
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urge the Commanders of our Constituent Commanderies to 
bring this matter to the attention of their members, not only on 
the notices but at Conclaves. 


MIAMI 1937 


Another period of three years will have been completed when 
the Grand Encampment meets at Miami next July. 

There are sure to be many important matters of legislation to 
be considered at that Triennial Conclave and this together with 
the fact that our own Past Grand Commander, Right Eminent 
Sir Harry G. Pollard, is getting near to the top of the Grand 

Eneampment line, should impel us to be well represented. 

The Triennial Committee has been working throughout the 
year enthusing our Sir Knights and their ladies to make their 
plans to go to Miami. 

Those who have attended one of these Triennials need no 
urging to make them want to go again. Those who have not, 
will discover a delightful way to spend a vacation in company 
with congenial friends. 


FLOOD RELIEF 


At the Semi-Annual Conclave, I told you that we had re- 
ceived a contribution in the amount of $500 from the Grand 
Encampment Committee on Flood Relief, for relief of those in 
this jurisdiction who had suffered from the flood of last March. 
Since then we have received an additional contribution of 
$1500, making $2000 in all. 

This has been expended on the recommendation of the Flood 
Relief Committee of this jurisdiction as follows: 

$98.83 for the payment of hospital bills of a Sir Knight for 
illness due directly to the flood; 

$400.00 to reimburse Northampton Commandery No. 30 for 
money taken from its permanent fund to aid several members 
of that Commandery on account of the flood; and the balance 
$1,501.17 to reimburse the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts not 
only for its aid to Templars in the flooded areas but, with the 
approval of the Grand Encampment Committee on Flood 
Relief, also for its aid in part at least to other Masonic brethren.

MISSING RITUALS 


On the Inspection Reports of the past year, the Division 
Commanders listed twenty-three rituals missing in twelve 
Commanderies. 

After a considerable amount of correspondence, fourteen of 
these were located and I have in my files certificates showing 
that these fourteen rituals are now in the possession of the Com- 
manderies to which they were issued. 

A very diligent search was made in the case of cach of the re- 
maining nine rituals, but as no results were obtained in the case 
of seven of them, certificates of loss were prepared and for- 
warded to the Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment. We 
are on the track of the other two and it is thought that these 
will be found. Three rituals have been paid for and new ones 
Issued by the Grand Encampment. 


VETERANS’ MEDALS. 


The Thomas Smith Webb medal is given by the Com- 
manderies in our Jurisdiction to those Fraters who have been 
members in good standing for forty years or more. It has been a 
great pleasure to me on a number of occasions to make fraternal 
yASLISLO the Commanderies to present these medals to our older 
members. They take great pride in receiving and wearing them, 
and the younger members receive an inspiration to loyalty to 
their Commanderies from these Veteran Fraters. 


FRAMED NOTICES AND BADGES 


Early in the year, Right Eminent Sir William §. Hamilton

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 
To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massachusetis 
and Rhode Island: 

The vouchers and records of the Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Recorder, and Trustees of the Educational Foundation have 
been audited and the securities in charge of the Trustees of the 
Grand Fund examined by Sir Knight T. Rutherford Edwards, 
certified public accountant, and his report filed in the office of 
the Grand Commandery. 

Tt is recommended that the balance of income of the Grand 
Fund be transferred to the General Fund. 
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The budget recommended for the year 1936-1937 is:

the amount received in 1935. This means that 58% are making 
regular payments; about 3% are taking extended courses and are 
not earning; about 30% are irregular in their payments, while 
the remainder are more or less delinquent. Many of this de- 
linquent class are earning very small wages and not a few are 
supporting parents or families of their own; some are entirely 
inattentive. 

The matter of collection of amounts past due becomes a 
serious affair and while we are sympathetic with such cases, we 
remain firm in demands, trying at all times to understand each 
individual and impress the importance of integrity.

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The attempt to understand youth is very interesting. Youth’s 
decisions are not adult decisions and promises are made in per- 
fectly good faith with full anticipation of being able to keep such 
promises; yet they find it impossible to fulfill them with the 
meagre salary, unsteady employment, and often added and un- 
looked for responsibility which becomes theirs after graduation. 
Very few understand the difficulty of obtaining a position, much 
less the necessity of budgeting any income. It is our privilege to 
school them without discouraging them and it becomes our duty 
to pursue such a course as will not break or bankrupt them, but 
better fit them for responsible citizenship.

ARTICLE I 
NaME 


To conform with the requirements of the Grand Encampment, the name 
shall be Knights Templar Educational Foundation, Division of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.

Sec. 1. Said Trustees shall have full and adequate powers to formulate 
and execute any plan or plans to administer said Foundation not incon- 
sistent with the Constitution of this Grand Commandery and the Regu- 
lations of the Knights Templar Educational Foundation Committee of the 
Grand Encampment. 

Src. 2. No discrimination in the granting of student loans, or the ex- 
tension of any aid or assistance or help of any kind shall be based primarily 
or fundamentally upon birth, color, sex, religion, or fraternal connection; 
however, preference shall be given in the following order (1) to those of 
Knight Templar kinship, (2) to those of other Masonic kinship. 
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Sec. 3. No plan of administration shall involve the assistance or aid of 
any kind to any person or persons not domiciled in either of the States of 
Massachusetts or Rhode Island, excepting the immediate families of Sir 
Knights of this jurisdiction, but after the Trustees have committed them- 
selves to a loan for a year, said loan shall not be rescinded during that year, 
by reason of a change of domicile by the applicant. 


ARTICLE IV 
Care or Funps 


Sec. 1. All moneys received for account of the Foundation shall be paid 
forthwith to the Treasurer of the Foundation, who shall deposit: the same in 
any public chartered depository of well-known responsibility in Massachu- 
setts or Rhode Island in the name of “The Knights Templar Educational 
Foundation, Division of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island,” subject to withdrawals as defined in this Article. Any officer 
or employee of the Trustees having charge of money shall be required to 
furnish a bond in such amount and with such surety company as shall be 
acceptible to the Trustees and the Grand Commander, the cost of same to 
be charged to the expense of administration. 


Sec. 2. The Educational Foundation, when and as collected, shall be 
placed in the hands of the Treasurer and held under a separate account to be 
designated “The Knights Templar Educational Foundation, Division of the 
Grand Commandery ‘of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.” Withdrawals 
for the payment, of regular expenses shall be made by the Treasurer upon 
evidence of the Trustees’ approval satisfactory to the Grand Commander. 
Withdrawals for approved student loans shall be made by the Treasurer in 
the form of a draft or warrant payable jointly to the college and the stu- 
dent, countersigned by the Executive Secretary. 


Sec. 3. The books and papers of the Board shall be subject. to its abso- 
lute control except that they shall be open at all times to the inspection of 
the Knights Templar Educational Foundation Committee of the Grand 
Encampment, the Grand Commander and such officers and Sir Knights of 
this jurisdiction as he may designate.

(h) It shall on or before July Ist of each year, pay to the Grand Recorder 
of the Grand Encampment such an amount as may be prescribed by 
the Grand Encampment as dues for each member of its Constituent

.. _2t its annual conclave next before July Ist. 

(i) It shall require each member of its Constituent Commanderies to be 
provided with a Templar Uniform and to that end it may prescribe 
such uniform and change the same from time to time. If it fails to 
so prescribe, the Uniform shall be that prescribed by the Grand

Sec. 6. Each Officer of the Grand Commandery, before entering upon 
the exercise of the duties of his office, shall take the following vow, viz: 
“T, (A. B.), do promise and vow that I will support and maintain the 
Constitution, Statutes and Rituals of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, and the Constitution, Laws and 
Regulations of this Grand Commandery, and that I will faithfully discharge 
the duties of the office to which I have been chosen to the best of my 
ability.’’ 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Duties or Orricers. 

Section 1. The duties of the Officers of the Grand Commandery shall 
be such as appertain to their respective stations, conforming as nearly as 
may be to those of the corresponding officers of the Grand Encampment. 
The Grand Commandery may require other service and the Grand Com- 
mander may assign to his subordinate Officers duties conformable to 
Templar law and usage. In addition to these general duties certain specific 
ones are hereinafter set out for specific Officers. 

Secrion 2. It is the prerogative and duty of the Grand Commander 
to exercise, as occasion may require, all the rights appertaining to his 
office in accordance with the Constitution and Statutes of the Grand 
Encampment and the Constitution of this Grand Commandery. The 
Grand Commander also shall have the following specific powers and 
duties but the enumeration shall not be deemed a limitation thereof: 

(a) To maintain a watchful supervision over all the Commanderies in his 
jurisdiction and to see that the Constitution, Statutes and Rituals of 
the Grand Encampment, and the Constitution, Laws and Regula- 
tions of the Grand Commandery are duly and promptly observed. 


(b) To appoint all Committees and all Officers not made elective, and to 
fill all vacancies, such appointees to serve during his pleasure or until 
their successors have been elected and installed. 


(c) To grant during any recess of the Grand Commandery Dispensations 
for the formation of new Commanderies. No Dispensation shall 
issue unless the following requirements are met: 

1. A petition by nine or more duly qualified Knights Templar. 

2. The consent and recommendation of the nearest Commandery in 
that Jurisdiction, provided that if the new Commandery is to be 
located in a city having more than one Commandery, two of such 
Commanderies must consent and recommend and provided further 
that if the Commanderies in such city have concurrent jurisdiction, 
then all the Commanderies therein stationed must consent and 
recommend. A dispensation when issued shall be in force until the 
next annual conclave of the Grand Commandery. 

(d) During any recess of the Grand Commandery to arrest the Charter 
or Dispensation of a Commandery or to suspend from his office any 
Officer of the Grand or of a Constituent Commandery, but in no case 
shall such suspension affect the standing in the Order of such Officer 
or his membership in the Commandery. The Grand Commander 
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shall report his action in full to the next Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery for its final action. 

(e) To visit and preside in any Commandery within his jurisdiction and 
to give such instructions and directions as the good of the Order may 
require, always adhering to the Constitution, Statutes and Rituals 
of the Grand Encampment and the Constitution, Laws and Regula- 
tions of the Grand Commandery. 


(f) To grant Dispensations to Constituent Commanderies: 

1. To hold Special Conclaves for the conferring of the Orders at places

Sec. 2. Dispensations so issued shall be in force only until the next 
Annual Conclave unless continued by vote thereof. 


Sec. 3. No Dispensation shall be issued without the consent of the 
Commandery nearest to the place where the new one is to be located; 
and, if in that town or city, there is more than one, the consent of two 
shall be obtained. 


Src. 4. The Grand Commandery shall charge and receive for each 
Dispensation issued for a new Commandery, the sum of one hundred 
dollars, which shall be paid to the Grand Recorder before the Dispensation 
is issued. For every Gharter originally granted and for every duplicate 
Charter granted in place of one lost, destroyed or so fragile that its use is 
deemed inadvisable, the Commandery receiving it shall pay to the Grand 
Commandery, the sum of fifty dollars. 


Src. 5. Charters shall be granted by vote of the Grand Commandery 
only, and at a stated conclave held not less than eleven months from the 
date of Dispensation: 


ARTICLE XI.

Srcrion 1. The invested funds of this Grand Commandery heretofore 
established by the provisions of the Constitution and now held in accord- 
ance with said provisions, shall constitute the Grand Fund.

The treasurer of the Trustees shall give bonds with 
sureties to the satisfaction of the Grand Commander, for the faithful 
discharge of the duties of his office. 


ARTICLE XII. 
EpucatTionaL Founpation. 


Section 1. The Educational Foundation shall consist of all moneys 
heretofore received by or allocated to the “Educational Fund” and those 
moneys which hereafter shall be received from assessments, fees, and con- 
tributions, or which shall be specifically allocated to said Foundation 
from any source, together with all interest or other income therefrom, said 
Foundation to be administered under the rules and regulations adopted by 
the Board of Trustees described in Sections 2 and 3 of this article, approved 
by the Grand Commandery, and consistent_with the Regulations of the 
Knights Templar Educational Foundation Committee of the Grand En- 
campment. 


Sec. 2. The Educational Foundation shall be administered by a 
Board of Trustees, to consist of the Grand Commander, the Deputy 
Grand Commander, and the Grand Treasurer ex-officiis, and five members, 
each of whom shall be a Knight Templar in good standing in a Commandery 
under this jurisdiction. 


Sec. 3. The Grand Commander each year shall appoint one Trustee 
for a term which shall be five years unless he be sooner removed by the 
Grand Commander. The Grand Commander may remove any member 
of the Board at any time from office. In case of a vacancy in the Board of 
Trustees for any cause the Grand Commander shall forthwith appoint a 
successor to serve for the balance of the term of such member. 


Src. 4. The Trustees shall prepare and file, on or before February Ist 
of each year, with the Knights Templar Educational Foundation Com- 
mittee of the Grand Encampment a detailed report of receipts, expenditures, 
investments made, notes taken and balances on hand for the preceding 
calendar year. Said report shall be embodied as a part of the Annual 
Report of the Trustees to the Grand Commandery at its Semi-Annual 
Conclave in May, which full report shall be printed and distributed to each 
member of the Grand Commandery before the said Conclave. 


Suc. 5. The books and accounts of the Trustees shall be audited 
annually by a certified public accountant satisfactory to the Finance Com- 
mittee of this Grand Commandery, and the auditor’s report shall be in- 
cluded in the report of the Finance Committee at the Annual Conclave.

No By-Laws of Commandery shall be valid until the same shall be 
approved by the Grand Commandery, provided, however, that the Grand 
Commander may approve By-Laws, or Amendments thereto adopted 
during recess, subject to review at the next stated conclave of Grand 
Commandery. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Conciaves or ConsTITUENT CoMMANDERIES. 

Section 1. Every Constituent Commandery shall hold a stated Con- 
clave at least quarterly, at such time and place as may he specified in its 
Charter or designated in the By-Laws. Petitions for Orders or for mem- 
bership shall be acted upon at Stated Conclaves only. No petition may be 
balloted on in less than two weeks from presentation to the Commandery, 
provided that the Grand Commander may by Dispensation authorize the 
presentation of and ballot upon such petition at the same Conclave. 


Sec. 2. Special Conclaves may be called at the pleasure of the Com- 
mander or set by action of the Commandery and shall be held for the con- 
ferring of Orders or for such business as may be prescribed by law, and at 
the Place for stated Conclaves, provided that the Grand Commander 
may authorize the holding of such Conclaves (for the conferring of the 
Orders) at a place other than that specified in the Charter or Dispensation. 
The notice or summons for all Special Conclaves shall specify the business 
to be transacted, and none other shall be considered at such Conclave. 


Sec. 3. A quorum of a Constituent Commandery consists of nine 
member entitled to vote therein, including an Officer authorized to open 
the same. 


Sec. 4. All business of a Commandery shall be transacted in an open 
Commandery of Knights Templars. 


Sec. 5. No appeal shall lie to the Commandery from a decision of the 
Commander. When the decision involves the construction or effect of 
the Constitution, Statutes or Rituals of the Grand Encampment, or the 
Laws of the Grand Commandery, or By-Laws of the Commandery, an 
appeal may be taken to the Grand Commandery by a Constituent Com- 
mandery, but. pending the decision of the appeal, such ruling of the Com- 
mander shall be in full force and effect.

It is with a considerable degree of satisfaction that the Inspector In- 
structor submits this Nineteenth Annual Report. 

Following a year of rather complete change in Inspection methods we 
returned quite enthusiastically to the former and generally preferred 
methods of many years testing. : 

Tt was feared that the effect of a year’s break in the established methods 
might be quite noticeable. The general efficiency of former years combined 
with the admirable co-operation of the constituent Commanderies, how- 
ever, indicated no serious change in the work of the year as the Table of 
Statistics will show.

To Andrew D. Agnew, Grand Master: 


The coming Christmas will mark the end of the first fifty 
years of formal observance by the Grand Encampment of the 
anniversary of the birth of our Blessed Saviour and it is fitting 
that on its Golden Anniversary we pay tribute to the memory of 
those courteous and sincere Templar Knights who first inaug- 
urated this beautiful service. . 

While the service was initiated in the Grand Encampment in 
1885 by Sir Knight Stephen Berry, P. C., Chairman of the Cor- 
respondence Committee of the Grand Commandery of Maine, 
and was noted in the report of Sir Knight Robert E. Withers, 
Most Eminent Grand Master in 1886, yet the fact is that as 
early as December 10, 1879, Frater Berry issued a call to several 
prominent Knights Templar, inviting them to take a libation 
with him on the following Christmas Day, at noon in the City of 
Washington, D. C.,—thus showing that the service had its origin 
several years before its introduction into the Grand Encamp- 
ment. And now, in memory of those pioneer Knights who first 
suggested our Christmas observance, and on this semi-centennial 
of its introduction into the Grand Encampment, the great 
Templar army halts for a moment to salute you, as its Com- 
mander-in-Chief and then marches on toward the attainment of 
all of those things for which Templary stands. 

Unfortunately, while our Blessed Immanuel taught the doc- 
trine of “Peace on earth, good-will toward men,” war dogs have 
again been unleashed and human blood has again been spilled 
in a land not far from Galilee. Every Templar heart is filled with 
regret that human lives are so little prized and human suffering 
and woe so lightly considered.

I have seen the 
fields of the innocent trampled into bloody ruin by the feet of 
conquering armies. I have seen the wicked nation overcome the 
peoples that loved liberty, and take away their treasure by force 
of arms.” 

As members of an Order founded upon the Christian religion 
and its principles of peace and good will toward all mankind, our 
hearts have indeed been saddened to be compelled to witness the 
slaughter of human beings at the behest of power maddened 
dictators.

Depressing as this 
condition is I am nevertheless in accord with Whittier, who in 
the latter years of his life, said “Nothing is clearer to my mind 
than the fact that the world is growing better.”

When the 
teachings of Christianity shall be practiced as well as preached 
by those who profess adherence thereto, we shall then see the 
attainment of our objectives.

We pay loving tribute to those distinguished fraters who fifty 
years ago inaugurated this beautiful Christmas observance that 
has contributed so much to the joy and happiness of the day. 

I reciprocate most cordially and appreciatively your kind 
Christmas message.
